b» "So far, five stationary launching sites have been con- 
structed and six more are under construction. Several of the 
bases are said to have three rocket sites. Of the five bases 
already available, two are said to be located in Mecklenburg 
and to be directed against South Sweden, one is allegedly lo- 
cated in Thuringia, the Rhine River crossings between COLOGNE 
and DUESSL'LDCRP and the Schelde estuary being its target, 
and another is directed against the Brenner Pass from Czecho-

c. "According to an article published in "STOCKI'ICm* s 2ID- 
KIAGETJ," a long chain of rocket launching sites stretches 
through the province (the Soviet- occupied part of East Prussia). 
This chain originates on the Islands of Dagoe and Cesel in the 
Bay of Riga, runs along the Baltic coast as far as STETTIH, 
and is continued by the installations set up in the Soviet Zone 
of Germany, particularly in the Isle of Ruegen." ("Die ; .7elt,"
